A sewing department is likewise in operation,

Forty-one garments were made, and 2520 re-
paired by the men; 96 dresses and 121 other gar-
vients woere made by the women, and 4204 re
paired. In addition to thils, 56 articles of bed-
¢lothing were made and 514 repalred,

A ardening Department, on a small scale, Is
#ine In operation, affording employment for ten
ov fifteen men., During the past year, the pro-
dicts of their labor realized the sum of
ol 48647,

In all bis schemes for the employment of the
potients, Dr. Butler har had the hearly co-ope-
1 +tiom of the Committee of the Board of (iusr
dinns on the Insane Department, and they are
erbitled to the crodit of baving furtbered his
twe tothe full extent of their power,

Ur, Butler has also urged the necessily for
oiner kinds of employment on the part of the
#s not all of them are shoemunkers and
t lors; but in this respect his views have not
v 't with sapport on the part of the Board

(iuardians. He bas particolarly urged

removal of the Insane Depariment of the

Almshouvsa to a more retired location, where

o for employing the men in agricultare

ut beenjoyed. This would entall no addi-

al expense npon the city, as it has long been

ontemplation to erect a House of Correction,

ustitution which is sadly needed here. For
i« purpose the present insane asylum is ad-
s vably adapted. Tt is, in truth, a weritable
poson-house, and would answer such purposes
1o0ch better than the oue for which itis al
L resent employed,

1 Ve charitable characier, ure at an end, unless
tbe new mansgement should make an effort to
cury them out. This, of course, 18 as fensible
viader one man’s direction as well as under an
orher's, But Dr. Butler, by his thorongh aequaint-
suce with the neceasities of the institution, and
Iz solld sequirements as a physician for the
m=ane, is eminently qualified to inaugurate and
yoerfect them. Such being the case, we can see
1o good reault as likely to fellow his removal,

The New Superintendent

ir- David D, Kichardson, has had no speoial
uitlifications, by experience, for the position.
"¢ was, for a time, a Resident Physielan at the
¢+ imshouse; and in that capacity he was accus-
tomed to teke a look at the Insane Wards in bis
vocular round with the other physicians. But
i was utterly impossible for him to acquire a
thorough knowledge of the treatment of the
inrane from such a meagre experience,

Thig change in the management of the insti-
tivion weconsider a sullicient reason for calling
thie attention of the public to the subjeet al the
{ resent time.  In this connection, the following
tables, which illustrate the workings of the

Asylum for the past six years, become of in-
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A Visit to the Asylum,

Desiving to see the actual condition of the
Institution while under Dr. Butler'a able
management, & day or two ago our reporler
vigited the establishment, and paszed an hour
within ils dreary walls, What follows is the
rexult of our observations, from uotes jolted
down as we passed through the different wards,
There are no mere “fancy” cases among them,
every trick and saying reported hayving & foun-
dation in truth. The only liberty we have taken,
and It ix certainly an excucable one, is o change
in the names or popular soubrigue’s by which
the patients .are koown among themselves,
Altbough

The Genernl Appearance of the Asylum
is dreary enough from without, there in a cer-
tain nir of comiort preveiling within, The most
striking feature of the institution indoors is its
perfect cleanliness. The kitehen of a Duteh
Vrow in the oid Knickerbocker days of New
Amsterdam could not have been more tidily
kept. And as far as the facilities will permit
it, ncainess is likewise enforced. Butl the per-
fect reign of {his latter qumlity is necessarily
impossible in auch an institution, and we there-
tore did not expect 1o see it.

As n general thing, tie patients are comfort-
ably clad, although the out and quality of some
of the outlits would have plunzed Besau Brum-
mel into a terrible fit of despondency, Many of
them take considerable pride in thewr dress,
but others are as reckless in such matters
as they are in the hideous contortions of their
featurvs, But litlle difliculty is encountered in
enforcing cleanliness of person, There are
several bath-rooms in the instilution, and every
inmaute is required to periorm a wholesale ablu-
tion twice & week, Taere are some obstreperous
cases, however, who obstinately prefer a coat-
ing of filth, These are taken in hand by the
nttendants, and subjected uf ef armis to the
renovaling process.

The Amenities of Mad-House Life,

Much has been done to give the interior a
pleasant and cheerful luok, alithough the task ol
rinderiog such a prison-liouss agreeable Lo the
siebt Is anything bul an casy one, tlere and
there in the corridors are collections of flowers,
some ol them of choice and elegant varieties.
These are all under tue charge ol Lhe atlendants;
but they are releved of all anxicty on  their ac-
coun!, s the patienis never meddle with them.
On oue occasion only within several years past
have the flower-pots come to grief, A very vio-
lent woman happened to become enraged in
the kitchen, when she gave vent to her 11 feel-
ings by muking sad havoo with the oook's gol-
leotion of shrubbery.

The walls of the corridors and of many of the
rooms arc likewise adorned with piclures and
engravings of a4 chaste and simple churacter.
The late John I*. Orozer, of Chester, gave $100
tor this purpose; and when the order for thew
was glven to Mr. James S, Barle, of this oity,
the latter kindly contributed an egual amount,
Bofore one of these colored onpravivgs—a fain
young pirl, holding & little dog in her lup—one

koeol and pour forth his prayers with an ear
nestuess that was w8 Lovoblog as it was mis.

Thke Hbrary of the institution likewise con-
taine many valuable and inleresting works, all
of which are eagerly devoured by those who
Lave acoess to them. Too current msguzines
of the day, and the lesding newapupers of this
city and New York, have also been placed npon
the table st Dr. Butler's own cxpense, Al the
books, cspecially the illusirated ones, are io
romarkably good conditition, congidering thelr
constant use,

pumber who died during the latier part of the
summer from cholera.

His long and straggliog
looks, which are just linged with grey, are
parted in the middie, snd enable him to some
extemi to support in bis own mind the idea
which has posscesed bim, whiok s, that he ls »
woman attired by mistake in pantaloons. At
we enter the hall, we find him dillgently at
work upon a pair of elaborately embroidered
#lippers. He rives, and accosts ua in a squenking,
feminine voioe; and then flies nervonsly aboat,
Iike an old lady who bas & passion for putting
things to rights. When everythiog i adjusted
to his satisfaction, he seats himsell ot the piano,

The visiting-ball and reading-room, {n the
Iatter of which is the piano, is sllotted to the
men during the morning, while the women hold
undisputed sway there in the afternoon, No
gooner 15 our feminine triend at the piano than
an cager crowd of persons, who belong unmis-
takably to the sex lo which he sspires, gather
about him as atlentive listeners, One little old
lady, who has an exiremely antedilavian air
about her, soon separates from the listeners,
and whirls herselt about smoug the beughes in
s sorry attempt st dancing,

By-and-by our feminive friend gets tired of
fingering the keye, and when he rises from his
seat, & burly female breaks out wilth the ex
clamation:—

“That's bully musio !"

Just a8 we turn {o follow the Doctor through
the wards, the little antediluvian dame makes
her way up (o us, and modestly asks i we have
brought her a penny, Belore we have ball a
chunce to present a proper apology for being

which we next visitad in order, will be seen by
the tables given above 10 coutain over sixty-five
per cent, of the population of the Asyium. This
is 1o be expected, as womsn has always been
represented ag bolng “'the weaker vessel;” and
to the delicaoy of bef nuture, snd the pecu’
liar and unpstural trinls to which she is sub-
jected in the humbler walks of life, the greater
prevalence ol insanity smong her sex {8 uo-
doubledly to be ascribed. There Is another
noliceable festure of nbaaity lo the fomale fex,
and that1s the greater violence which usually
characterizes It.  For this reason the most difti-
cult cuses for general minagoment and curative
treatment are found in the women's wards,

A change was perceptible, indeed, as soon us
we had entered the department of these unfor-
tunates. On the steps and in the corners of the
cormdors they were grouped 1n & hideous array,
Many of them were lying flat upon tae door,
while others stretched themselves upon benches.
Nearly all of these had care'ully covered their
heads with some portion of thelr dreas. Ofhers
sat upon the floor lo the very centre of the
rooms and halls, aocompanying their silent
wretehedness with a gentle swaylog of their
podies. Many sppeared 10 relish the warmth of
the heaters wore than saything slse, and these
sat a8 closely as possible Lo emoh other, with
